Trucks were entered by Round 
Lake, Bonnie Brook, *~ Libcrtyvillc, 
Grayslakc, Fox Lake, Lake Villa and 
Antioch departments. 

Among the dignitaries in the par- 
ade were Mayor George Bartlett, 
Chief Allen McMillen, aged 80, of 
Grayslakc who has a record of 48 
years as a member of the Grayslakc 
fire dopartmen^and 43 years there as 
chief; Honorary Chief James Stearns, 
and Honorary Chief L. It. VanPatten, 
Sr„ of Antioch. They rode in Koger 
Will lams' car. 

Parade Prizes Given 

The Libertyvflle department won 
the parade's first prize for equipment, 
and the American Legion of Antioch 
won the first prize for a float. Rus- 
sell Kculman won the second prize for 
floats, and the Antioch fire depart- 
ment with its burlescpje' of the old 
time fire fighting brigade, taking the 
prize for comic floats. James Stearns, 
Allen McMillan and Mayor Bartlett 
were judges. 

The parade included the Antioch 
High school band, cheer leaders and 
majorettes and lively music was fur- 
nished from the time the procession 
left Itte 173 on Main st. to Orchard 
st. where the contests were held. 

Grayslakc won the hook-up contest, 
while Lurrtyvillc was second and Fox 
Lake, third. The lime was 1:05 min- 
utes. 

Grayslakc also won the hose rolling 
contest, beating Fox Lake by one sec- 
ond and Libcrtyvillc. by 10 seconds.

Officials of the village 
hnve already made plans for the 
erection of a new disposal plant, but 
it is doubtful whether or not it can 
be completed in time to avoid trouble 
with the state board.

The following precautions arc sug- 
gested for individuals during the sea- 
son when polio is prevalent. 

1. Call a doctor upon appearance 
of any of the following symplons; 
Headache, nausea, a cold, upset 
stomach, muscle soreness or unex- 
plained fever. 

2. Avoid possible contacts. Try not 
to mingle with crowds. So far as pos- 
rible, don't take children to theaters, 
on trains, buses or boats, or to places 
where they may mingle with stran- 
gers. 

3. Don't got over-tired. Extreme 
fatigue makes you an easier victim. 
Children should have regular rest 
periods and should avoid too strenu- 
ous play. 

4. Avoid chilling. Don't stay long 
in very cold water. 

5. Don't .swim in polluted .water. 
Check with the health department as 
to the safety, of your swimming place. 

6. Keep, clean. Wash hands before 
eating. Keep •flics and other insects 
away from food. Don't leave garbage 
uncovered. 

7. Postpone tonsil and adenoid 
operations and other mouth and 
throat surgery until alter the epidem- 
ic months.

Oil For The Ages 

No one knows precisely how great the United 
States' sources of gasoline underground may be. But it 
is known that they are sufficient lo last thousands of 
years, now that new scientific developments make pos- 
sible the derivation of motor fuel from materials other 
than crude petroleum. 

A recent issue of the Lamp, a publication of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, tells something 
of the story. Natural gas, tar sands, oil shales and coal 
can all be employed to (.reduce gasoline. Some of these 
— such as coal— are practically limitless in extent. The 
cost of refining, under present conditions, is somewhat 
higher than for oil-derived gas, but the differential is 
not great, and is likely to be reduced as the technology! 
advances. 

Further, to look far in the future, the continental 
shelf, which is a sea floor surrounding the land masses 
of the earth, is now believed to hold vast quantities of 
oil. One authority believes this shelf may contain 1,000 
billion barrels of oil— 500 times the world's current 
annual consumption. Methods so far proposed to produce 
oil from the shelf are so costly that they could be 
employed only in time of great need. But the resource 
is there at hand, should circumstances ever make it 
imperative that we develop it regardless of the possible 
expense. 

There is an old saying that more oil has been 
found in the laboratories than in the ground. That

PHILADELPHIA. — Probably ev- 
eryone hoa dreamed nf some time 
or other of finding burled treasure, 
but Benjamin Lieberman, 44-year- 
old bookkeeper, actually found It— 
$92,000 worth of It— and right in his 
own cellar. 

After three days of Investigation 
by police ondU. S. secret service 
agents the mystery of how the 
treasure hoard In modern $10, $20 
and $50 treasury and bank notes 
came to be In the cellar hi this mod- 
est home remained jurl that— a mys- 
tery. . 

Just how Lieberman feels about 
the windfall of wealth which will be- 
come his if nobody steps forward to 
claim it could not be ascertained, 
.because the police held him and 
members of his family under guard 
— for their own protection, the 
police explained. And the police 
■would permit no ope to talk to them. 
In Cardboard Box. . 

Discovery of the treasure, police 
reported Lieberman as saying, was 
a result of a scries of misadventures. 

Several electric bulbs blew out in 
his home, according to the story. 
Lieberman went Into the cellar to 
look for light bulbs. In doing so, he 
accidentally knocked down a shelf. 
This made a repair job necessary, 
so he began searching for repair 
materials. During this search he 
came upon a corrugated cardboard 
box such as is used to pack canned 
goods. He opened it and found the 
money. 

He called his wife. She knew noth- 
ing about the money. She questioned 
his son, Morton, recently discharged 
from the navy and now attending 
Temple university, and his 5-year- 
old daughter, Regina. They knew 
nothing of the money. 

Then he telephoned his brother^ 
In-law, Morris Kaplan, 03.. The lat- 
ter held a conference with the Lieb- 
ermnns, and as a result Lieut. 
Frank May and Detectives Charles 
Steinberg and William Simmler 
were called to the house. 

In the presence of tfie Liebermans, 
■ they counted the money, then placed 
It in a safe. 

Police Puzzled. 

But the police themselves did 
plenty of talking, although all they 
were able to say for certain was that, 
, improbable as the talc of treasure 
trove sounded, it was true, and that 
every bit of the money was "good." 
There were no counterfeits. 

Puzzling feature of the discovery 
of the hoard, according to police, is 
that the money Is comparatively 
new money, and could not have been 
hidden in the house prior to 20 years 
ago when Lieberman and his wife, 
Jessie, moved, into it. 

All the bills found were the mod- 
ern small-size currency. Prior to 
July, 1929, the large-size old-fash- 
ioned bills were used. 

Moreover, police believed the 
money had found its way Into the 
house within the last year. Neigh- 
bors pointed out that last July a 
heavy rain had Hooded all cellars in 
the neighborhood to a dept- of two 
feet. The bills in the treasure hoard 
had never been soaked in water. 

One suggestion given to police 
about how the money might have 
come to be in the house was that 
"somebody" might have hidden it 
there, intending to return for it, dur- 
ing a 16-month period in which the 
house was virtually unoccupied.
